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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-2 in the reply filed on 09-28-05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that to search the various 
embodiments claimed and method of forming the inductor does not place a serious 
burden on the examiner. This is not found persuasive because the method is classified 
in a differing area than the apparatus and the various embodiments require differing 
search and/or consideration. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Drawings 

Figures 7A-8B must be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to because applicant states that there are "four 
layers" in the plurality of wire layers, specification, page 21, line 19. It appears that only 
three layers are shown and applicant should label the coil thickness and line widths (as 
well as make appropriate corrections to the specification). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
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abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 lacks sufficient structural support for the functional limitation of the "the 
wire layers are formed by a thin film forming process." 
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In claim 1 , line 4, applicant should clarify what is meant by the core "coinciding" 
with a path of a magnetic line offeree generated by the coil. 

In claim 2, line 3, applicant should clarify what is meant by "line width of said wire 
layers." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, as best understood in view of the rejections under USC 112, 2nd 
paragraph, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gamou et al. 
[US 6,847,284]. 

Regarding claim 1, Gamou et al. discloses a high density inductor [figure 7] 
comprising: 

- a coil assembly made of a plurality of stacked wire layers [21-24] formed of a 
thin film [column 1 , lines 20-40] having a spiral shape; and 

- a core assembly [25a-b] disposed in such a way as to coincide with a path of a 
magnetic line of force generated by the coil. 

Regarding claim 2, Gamou et al. discloses the ratio of the thickness of the coil to 
the "line width" of the wire layers being equal or greater than 1 [figure 7].
